Applies to All Accidents. 


“ To apply to all accidents resulting 
to the employe while in the course of 
his employment, except those where 
the disability continues for a period 
of two weeks or less; the employer, 
however, to furnish medical and sur­ 
gical assistance to an amount not ex­ 
ceeding $200. 
“ Paym ents of compensation to be 
made under the law shall be made pe­ 
riodically and not in lump sum, with, 
however, 
appropriate 
provision 
for 
commutation at any time after the 
lapse of six months on the application 
of either party 
“ The amount of payments to he lim ­ 
ited to a minimum and maximum sum 
and not to continue beyond a specified 
term of years to be hereafter fixed. 
The question as to whether or not this 
lim itation shall apply to permanent 
total disability is left open. 
"Th e amount of all payments to be 
based upon a percentage of the wages 
received by the injured employe at 
the time of the injury to be hereafter 
fixed. 
“ All claim s arising under the law 
shall 
be nonassignable and exempt 
from levy. 
“ In case of death payments to be 
made to dependents, including alien 
dependents 
“ All claim s under the law to be 
made preferred Hen. 
"W henever any 
railroad 
company 
and its employes have agreed or shall 
hereafter agree upon a plan of com­ 
pensation which is as favorable to 
the employes as the provision of this 
law such plan may be substituted for 
the law, provided that wherever any 
such plan the employes contribute to 
the compensation fund the plan shall 
contain beneficial provisions in addi­ 
tion 
to 
the schedule of 
payments 
equivalent to such contribution.”

Great Falls, Mont., Oct. 25.— Literal­ 
ly blowing the safe to pieces and 
wrecking the front of the building 
burglars obtained more 
than $1,200

their loot they made their escape so 
successfully that the officers declare 
they have no workable clue and noth­ 
ing which looks like the apprehension 
of the yeggs.

FARMER FROZEN TO DEATH
